NICOSIA,  Cyprus  —  Arab  hijack¬ 
ers  holding  a  Kuwaiti  jet  in  Iran  freed 
24  hostages  Wednesday  but  kept 
more  than  80  others,  including  three 
members  of  the  sheikdom's  royal  fam¬ 
ily.  The  hijackers  demand  a  trade  for 
the  bombers  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
Kuwait. 

Tehran  radio  quoted  airport  au¬ 
thorities  at  Mashhad  in  northeastern 
Iran  as  saying  they  would  refuel  the 
jumbo  jet  “to  prevent  any  calamity  or 
incident."  There  was  no  word  on 
whether  it  would  leave  or  where  it 
would  go. 

A  Kuwaiti  team  of  Foreign  Min¬ 
istry  officials  and  physicians  arrived 
at  Mashhad,  where  the  Kuwait  Air¬ 
ways  Boeing  747  landed  early  Tues¬ 
day.  to  try  to  “reach  a  settlement,” 
Iran  said. 

Its  official  Islamic  Republic  News 
Agency  quoted  a  freed  Jordanian  pas¬ 


senger  as  saying  there  were  five  or 
six  hijackers  who  wore  masks  and 
were  armed  with  pistols  and  hand 
grenades. 

They  have  demanded  the  release  of 
17  Shiite  Moslems  convicted  and  im¬ 
prisoned  in  Kuwait  for  bombing  the 
U.S.  and  French  embassies  in  1983. 

There  originally  were  112  people 
aboard  the  plane  and  25  hostages  now 
have  been  released,  leaving  a  total  of 
87  people  still  aboard  —  both 
hostages  and  hijackers. 

Food  was  brought  to  the  plane  at 
10:45  p.m.  (3:15  p.m.  EDT),  IRNA 
reported. 

More  than  an  hour  later  the  plane 
was  still  parked  at  the  airport  with  all 
cabin  lights  off,  the  agency  said,  and 
there  had  been  no  further  contact 
with  the  tower. 

The  captive  members  of  Kuwait's 
ruling  Al-Sabah  family,  two  of  whom 
are  women,  face  “imminent  danger”  if 
the  derpands  are  not  met,  the  hijack¬ 


ers  said.  Crown  Prince  Sheik  Saad 
al-Abdullah  al-Sabah  presided  at  an 
emergency  meeting  of  the  Kuwaiti 
Cabinet  during  the  night  and  said  the 
government  would  not  submit  to 
“blackmail.” 

In  Washington,  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  praised  the  sheikdom  for  refus¬ 
ing  to  yield,  declaring:  “Kuwait  has 
taken  an  exemplary  position  in  the 
struggle  against  international  terror¬ 
ism,  and  we  applaud  them  for  it." 

Twelve  Britons  are  on  the  plane. 
Prime  Minister  Margaret  Thatcher 
said  she  would  not  ask  Kuwait  to  ne¬ 
gotiate,  and  told  reporters:  "We  do 
not  give  in  to  blackmail  because  it 
only  leads  to  further  tragedies.” 

Relatives  have  identified  the  royal 
prisoners  as  two  sisters  in  their  early 
80s,  Ebtesam  Khaled  al-Sabah  and 
Anware  Khaled  al-Sabah,  and 
brother  Fade}  Khaled  al-Sabah,  de¬ 
scribed  as  a  businessman  in  his  40s. 

In  Tehran,  senior  military 


spokesman  Kamal  Kharrazi  told  a 
news  conference  attended  by  an  As¬ 
sociated  Press  reporter  that  the  “hi¬ 
jackers’  identity  is  still  not  known  to 
us. 

"We  only  know  that  they  speak 
Arabic  and  want  the  prisoners  in 
Kuwait  to  be  freed.” 

“We  are  making  our  best  efforts  to 
have  the  passengers  released  safely 
and  bring  this  incident  to  an  end  with¬ 
out  bloodshed,"  he  said. 

There  was  confusion  over  the  dead¬ 
line  for  meeting  the  demands  of  the 
hijackers,  who  seized  the  plane  early 
Tuesday  on  a  flight  from  Bangkok, 
Thailand,  to  Kuwait. 

Five  flight  attendants  among  the 
women  released  Wednesday  said  a 
masked  man  brandishing  a  pistol  an¬ 
nounced  the  hijack  in  English  as  the 
plane  flew  over  Bombay,  India.

As  Addam  Swapp  hoped,  the  trial 
began  Wednesday.  Swapp  told  his  at¬ 
torney  he  believed  it  was  a  good  omen 
that  the  trial  was  scheduled  to  start 
on  April  (5,  the  day  he  believes  Christ 
was  born. 

Swapp  and  his  brother,  Jonathan, 
and  Vickie  and  John  Timothy  Singer 
are  charged  in  a  nine-count  grand 
jury  indictment  resulting  from  a  18- 
day  standoff  in  Marion.  Utah.  The 
standoff  followed  the  bombing  of  a 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  stake  center. 

The  staftdoff  ended  in  a  Jan.  28 
shootout  with  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cials,  resulting  in  the  death  of  state 
corrections  officer  Lt.  Fred  House 
and  the  wounding  of  Swapp  in  the  arm 
and  chest. 

Mrs.  Singer  is  charged  with  all  nine 
counts  of  the  indictment,  while 
Swapp  faces  all  but  a  shotgun-posses¬ 
sion  charge.  Timothy  was  charged 
with  the  firearms,  conspiracy,  assault 
and  attempted  killing  counts,  and 
Jonathan  is  charged  with  the  same 
counts  as  Timothy  except  for  the  con¬ 
spiracy  charge. 

Pre-trial  hearings  have  been  con¬ 
tinual  since  the  January  siege.  In  the 
past  month,  defense  attorneys  have 
filed  motions  to  suppress  evidence, 
change  the  venue,  reduce  the  counts 
against  Mrs,  Singer  and  try  each  of 
the  defendants  separately. 

Jenkins  denied  the  motions  to  sup¬ 
press  evidence  and  to  dismiss  any  of 
Mrs.  Singer’s  indictment  counts. 
Jenkins  will  decide  on  a  change  of 
venue  during  jury  selection. 

Defense  attorneys  have  argued  the 
polygamist  family  will  not  be  able  to 
receive  a  fair  trial  in  Utah  because  of 
extensive  pre-trial  publicity. 


Seven  Timpanogos  Community  Mental  Health 
Center  administrators  have  been  suspended  with 
pay  following  allegations  of  mismanagement  and 
misuse  of  public  funds,  officials  say. 

The  suspensions  of  all  Timp  Health  administra¬ 
tors  came  Tuesday  after  a  meeting  between  Utah 
County  Commissioner  Gary  Anderson  and  Summit 
County  Commissioner  Ron  Robinson.  The  two 
make  up  the  Timp  Mental  Health  board  of  direc¬ 
tors,  along  with  Wasatch  County  Commissioner 
Larry  Duke,  who  did  not  attend  the  meeting. 

Timp  Mental  Health  Center  is  one  of  many  com¬ 
munity  mental  health  centers  funded  by  the  state 
and  supervised  by  local  county  administrators  such 
as  the  Utah  County  Commission. 

“We  have  nothing  so  far  to  substantiate  any  of 
the  allegations  we’ve  received,”  Anderson  said. 
“But  we  have  enough  concern  that  we’re  entering 
into  an  audit.  There  are  allegations  that,  if  proven, 


would  merit  at  least  the  termination  of  some  em¬ 
ployees.” 

“We  ran  across  (the  allegations)  from  some  state¬ 
ments  made  by  individuals,”  said  Utah  County 
Commission  Chairman  Malcolm  H.  Beck.  “We 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  needed  to  clear  some 
of  the  air  out  there.” 

Anderson  said  he  wouldn’t  further  detail  the  alle¬ 
gations  until  the  audit,  being  done  by  county  and 
state  auditors,  is  completed. 

“We  don’t  know  yet  what  exactly  we’ve  got,"  he 
said.  “We  don’t  know  what’s  there.” 

Anderson  said  auditors  are  looking  at  Timp  Men¬ 
tal  Health  management,  practices  and  use  of  state 
funds.  He  said  the  suspensions  don’t  necessarily 
mean  those  suspended  are  guilty  of  any  crime  and 
that  the  audit  is  needed  to  provide  the  board  with 
an  independent  report. 

Auditors  began  looking  into  the  allegations  more 
than  a  week  ago.  Furthermore,  Beck  said  it  will 
probably  be  a  week  before  any  final  determinations 
are  made. 

Anderson  said  the  board  has  hired  attorney  Jack- 


son  Howard  rather  than  use  Timp  Mental  Health 
attorney  Robert  Moody.  He  said  the  action  was 
taken  to  avoid  a  possible  conflict  of  interest. 

If  the  audit  reveals  mismanagement  but  not  mis¬ 
use  of  public  funds,  Anderson  said,  local  officials 
will  take  corrective  measures.  However,  if  a  crimi¬ 
nal  investigation  is  warranted,  county  officials  will 
call  in  the  Utah  attorney  general’s  office. 

“There  is  no  criminal  investigation  pending  at 
this  time,”  said  Utah  County  attorney  Steve  Kill- 
pack. 

“Commissioner  Anderson  got  right  on  it  after 
hearing  about  the  allegations,”  said  Beck.  “He’s  out 
there  right  now  basically  running  the  place.” 

Officials  suspended  pending  outcome  of  the  au¬ 
dit,  include  Timp  Mental  Health  Director  Glen 
Brown,  financial  officer  Craig  Stevens  and  pro¬ 
gram  director  Carl  Smith.  The  names  of  four  other 
suspended  officials  were  not  immediately  released. 

Brown  declined  to  comment  on  the  suspen¬ 
sion. "It  wouldn’t  be  wise  to  say  anything  at  this 
time.”  he  said.  The  other  Timp  Health  Center  offi¬ 
cials  were  unavailable  for  comment. 


Israeli  girl ,  2  Arabs  die  in  clash

BEITA,  Occupied  West  Bank  — A 
holiday  hike  by  Israeli  teen-agers 
ended  Wednesday  in  a  melee  of  shoot¬ 
ing  and  stone-throwing  in  an  Arab 
town.  A  14-year-old  Israeli  girl  and 
two  Palestinians  were  killed. 

Hours  after  the  clash,  Jewish  set¬ 


tlers  raided  the  nearby  Arab  village 
of  Hawwara,  smashing  car  wind¬ 
shields,  beating  villagers  and  break¬ 
ing  into  homes,  said  Jihad  Howari, 
the  Israeli-appointed  head  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  council. 

The  youngsters,  children  of  Jewish 
settlers  on  the  occupied  West  Bank, 
were  on  a  Passover  outing  and  had 
stopped  for  a  picnic  lunch  when  the 


Two  charges  filed  against  Orem  woman; 
suspected  of  abusing  six-year  old  son

Two  counts  of  child  abuse  were 
filed  against  an  Orem  woman  in  8th 
Circuit  Court  in  Orem  Wednesday 
morning. 

Loretta  May  Larsen.  38,  was 
charged  with  both  misdemeanor  and 
felony  child  abuse  for  the  alleged 
abuse  other  six-year-old  son.  accord¬ 
ing  to  court  records. 

Bail  has  been  set  at  $2,500  and 
Larsen  is  scheduled  to  appear  at  a 
preliminary  hearing  April  13.  The  law 
firm  of  Aldrich  and  Nelson  has  been 
appointed  to  represent  Larsen. 

According  to  Orem  Public  Safety 
Department  spokesman  Gerald 


Nielsen,  Larsen  was  arrested  Tues¬ 
day  afternoon  when  police  were  called 
to  her  home  by  a  neighbor’s  report  of 
suspected  abuse. 

The  boy  and  his  three  brothers  and 
sister  were  taken  into  protective 
custody  and  placed  in  shelter  homes 
Monday,  Neilsen  said. 

He  said  the  abuse  appears  to  have 
been  directed  only  at  the  six-year-old, 
who  apparently  had  been  beaten  ear¬ 
lier  this  week. 

Examination  at  Orem  Community 
Hospital  showed  that  the  boy  also  suf¬ 
fers  from  malnutrition,  Neilsen  said. 

“The  doctors  indicated  that  it 
would  be  a  long  time  with  good  nutri¬ 
tional  care  before  he’d  be  back  where 
he  ought  to  be,”  he  said. 


trouble  began  with  stone-throwing. 
Members  of  the  group  said  Arabs  of¬ 
fering  to  help  then  led  them  to  Beita. 

Arabs  wrestled  two  automatic  ri¬ 
fles  from  the  group’s  two  Israeli 
guards  but  did  not  fire  them,  the 
army  reported. 

Arab  witnesses  said  the  Israelis 
started  the  trouble  by  killing  an  Arab. 

Army  spokesmen  originally  said 
the  girl,  Tirza  Porat,  and  several 
other  Israeli  teen-agers  were  shot  but 
reported  later  that  she  was  killed  by  a 
rock. 

Eleven  of  the  18  hikers,  the  (>0- 
year-old  man  acting  as  guide,  and  one 
of  the  two  Israeli  guards  were  injured 
and  two  Palestinians  were  wounded 
by  gunfire,  the  army  said. 

Dozens  of  settlers  waving  an  Israeli 
flag  held  a  vigil  Wednesday  night 
near  Beita.  which  the  army  had 
sealed  off.  and  said  they  would  build  a 
new  settlement  in  the  area. 

Tirza  Porat’s  death  was  the  first  of 
an  Israeli  civilian  in  the  violence  that 
has  swept  the  occupied  West  Bank 
and  Gaza  Strip  since  Dec.  8.  At  least 
140  Arabs  have  died,  according  to 
U.N.  figures,  and  one  Israeli  soldier 
has  been  killed. 

Israelis  have  been  especially  sensi¬ 


tive  to  the  possibility  of  attacks  on 
children,  and  warnings,  followed 
Wednesday’s  fatal  confrontation. 

Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres 
said  on  Israel  radio:  “Israel  will  cut  off 
the  murderers’  hands  and  will  not  let 
the  evil  terror  achieve  its  aim." 

According  to  Israeli  witnesses  and 
the  army,  the  hikers  stopped  for  a 
picnic  lunch  in  a  dry  riverbed  just  out¬ 
side  Beita,  10  miles  southeast  of 
Nablus.  Shmuel  Fuchs,  15,  said  they 
had  just  sat  down  when  a  group  of 
Arabs  started  throwing  rocks. 

The  Israelis  left  the  area,  but  “soon 
we  discovered  we  were  being  fol¬ 
lowed  by  dozens  of  Arabs,”  said 
Fuchs,  whose  right  arm  and  chest 
were  bandaged.  He  spoke  from  his 
bed  in  Jerusalem’s  Hadassah  Hospi¬ 
tal. 

He  said  some  of  the  Arabs,  appar¬ 
ently  wanting  to  help,  offered  to  lead 
the  teen-agers  out  of  the  area  through 
Beita,  a  town  of  about  12,000  people. 

Lt.  Gen.  Dan  Shomron,  the  army 
chief  of  staff,  said  dozens  of  people 
began  throwing  stones  at  the  young¬ 
sters  in  Beita  and  the  shooting- 
started.  He  said  the  Israeli  girl  and 
the  two  Arabs  were  killed  during  the 
battle. 
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Huntsman  wants  to  boost  economy 

Calls  for  incentives  to  attract  new  businesses  to  the  state

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  When  millionaire  industrialist 
Jon  Huntsman  announced  he  was  challenging  Utah  Gov. 
Norman  Bangerter  for  the  Republican  gubernatorial 
nomination,  he  caught  many  state  political  insiders  by 
surprise. 

Unexpected  events  are  not  un¬ 
known  to  the  former  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saint  mission 
leader  and  current  stake  president. 

Surprises  have  been  part  of  his  life 
since  birth. 

Huntsman’s  life  almost  ended  51 
years  ago  in  Blackfoot,  Idaho. 

Bora  two  months  premature,  the 
doctor  looked  at  the  silent  infant  and 
pronounced  him  dead.  “The  doctor 
gave  up  on  me,  but  my  father  and 
midwife  didn’t,”  he  said. 

However,  Huntsman’s  rise 
through  business  and  political  circles 
has  been  dotted  with  more  successes  than  struggles.  As 
founder  and  chairman  of  Huntsman  Chemical  Corpora¬ 
tion,  he  oversees  operations  in  the  United  States  and 
England  that  gross  more  than  $1  billion  annually. 

“We  contribute  heavily  to  universities,  including  BY  U 
...  and  to  more  than  100  charities  in  the  past  two  years,” 
said  Huntsman.  Huntsman  Chemical  has  “scholarships 
in  the  (B YU)  chemical  engineering  and  business  depart¬ 
ments.  We  have  also  contributed  to  the  athletic  depart¬ 
ment."  he  said. 

Huntsman  has  also  served  in  several  political  posi¬ 
tions,  including  a  special  assistant  to  Pres.  Richard  M. 
Nixon  during  his  administration.  Currently  state  finance 
chairman  for  George  Bush’s  presidential  campaign,  he 
claims  to  enjoy  a  “warm  and  harmonious  relationship” 
with  the  vice  president  and  expects  a  visit  from  him  soon. 
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Huntsman  definitely  expects  an  endorsement  from 
Bush.  “I’ve  worked  with  him  for  many  years.  I  was  state 
finance  chairman  of  Reagan-Bush  in  1980  and  then  state 
co-chairman  with  Jake  Garn  for  Reagan-Bush  in  1984.”  ^ 

In  the  early  1980s,  Huntsman  was  called  by  the  LDS 
Church  to  serve  as  mission  president  in  the  Washington 
D.C.  mission.  “It  was  the  greatest  experience  of  our 
(Huntsman  family)  life,”  said  Huntsman.  “In  fact,  if  I  had 
my  choice  to  be  governor  or  mission  president.  I’d  be 
mission  president.” 

Huntsman  sees  parallels  between  his  duties  as  a  mis¬ 
sion  president  and  as  governor.  “The 
reason  I  loved  it ...  we  were  focused 
on  the  lifting  of  people  and  helping 
them  to  see  a  new  side  of  life. 

“I  think  this  is  a  part  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  with  the  state  of  Utah  now,”  said 
Huntsman.  “Many  of  our  school 
teachers  and  shipowners  and  work¬ 
ers  . . .  they  need  to  feel  that  they  are 
appreciated.  It’s  a  little  bit  like  a 
mission,  we  just  need  to  build  back 
the  morale  and  fiber  of  our  people,” 

The  candidacy  of  Huntsman  ap¬ 
parently  caught  Bangerter  by  sur¬ 
prise,  since  as  late  as  early  March 
Huntsman  was  vigorously  seeking  campaign  contribu¬ 
tions  for  the  governor.  Huntsman  admits  to  having  do¬ 
nated  $5,000  to  Bangerter’s  campaign  earlier  this  year, 
but  said  he  had  previously  indicated  his  concern  over  the 
governor’s  standing  in  the  polls.  “On  Nov.  8,  1987,  the 
governor  called  me  over  to  his  office  and  asked  if  ...  I 
would  co-chair  his  campaign  with  Jake  Garn  or  be  his 
finance  chairman  for  his  re-election. 

“I  told  the  governor  ...  that  since  he  had  not  involved 
many  of  the  business  community  leaders,  including  my¬ 
self,  in  his  administration ...  I  felt  very  awkward  being  a 
campaign  leader  when  I  really  hadn’t  been  a  participant 
in  many  of  his  activities.”

Jackson  faced  with  Jewish  animosity 


WASHINGTON  —  The  New  York  Post  headline  —  "Koch  to  Jews:  You've 
got  to  be  crazy  to  vote  for  Jesse”  —  screamed  out  what  Jesse  Jackson  is  up 
against  as  he  tries  to  make  headway  with  Jewish  voters. 

The  April  19  primary  in  New  York,  with  its  large  population  of  Jews,  may  be 
the  setting  for  the  most  negative  response  Jackson  has  had  in  his  1988  Demo¬ 
cratic  campaign. 

Jewish  groups  plan  to  demonstrate  against  Jackson.  Two  ad-hoc  committees 
have  formed  to  distribute  critical  material.  In  addition,  New  York  Mayor  Ed 
Koch  has  gone  all  out  with  anti-Jackson  rhetoric. 

Jackson  is  likely  to  get  few  Jewish  votes  because  he  is  perceived  as  anti-Is¬ 
rael  and  anti-Semitic,  community  and  political  leaders  said. 

The  negativity  toward  Jackson  centers  on  two  general  areas.  During  his 
1984  campaign,  he  used  the  offensive  terms  “H.vmie”  and  “Hymietown,"  and 
he  associated  with  Nation  of  Islam  leader  Louis  Farrakhan,  who  called  Ju¬ 
daism  a  “gutter  religion.”

Home  computer  use  high  among  children 


WASHINGTON  —  Millions  of  Americans  have  home  computers,  but  only 
about  half  of  the  adults  with  them  actually  use  the  machines,  the  Census 
Bureau  reported  Wednesday. 

Nearly  three-quarters  of  children  who  had  access  to  a  home  computer  used 
it,  however,  the  bureau  found. 

The  report  was  based  on  a  survey  of  computer  use  taken  in  October  1984,  the 
only  time  the  bureau  has  looked  at  the  issue.  Analysis  and  reporting  of  the 
findings  was  delayed  by  the  pressure  of  other  work,  Kominski  said  in  a 
telephone  interview. 

Computer  use  has  skyrocketed  in  recent  years,  from  the  nearly  7  million 
home  computers  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  survey. 

The  Electronic  Industries  Association,  a  trade  group,  estimates  that  17. (5 
million  American  homes  had  computers  as  of  last  January.  And  International 
Data  Corp.,  a  Boston-based  market  research  group,  estimates  that  home 
computer  use  totaled  nearly  16.5  million  units  as  of  last  year.

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PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  —  Police  fired  tear  gas  and  birdshot  to  break  up 
an  opposition  demonstration  in  Panama  City  Wednesday,  as  the  United  States 
completed  deployment  of  1,300  extra  troops  to  Panama. 

Hundreds  of  onlookers  shouted  insults  at  police  who  dispersed  about  50 
people  marching  to  protest  the  economic  crisis  and  the  strongman  rule  of  Gen. 
Manuel  Antonio  Noriega.  Residents  and  shopkeepers  hurled  garbage  into  the 
streets  and  set  fire  to  piles  of  refuse. 

A  state-owned  television  station  reported  that  two  U.S.  soldiers  in  an  Army 
Jeep  were  stopped  and  detained  by  Panamanian  troops  near  the  demonstra¬ 
tion.  Major  Ann  Crum  of  the  U.S.  Southern  Command  said  the  soldiers  were 
released  an  hour  later. 

In  other  developments  Wednesday: 

— Panama’s  civilian  chief  executive,  Manuel  Solis  Palma,  announced  the 
government  had  agreed  to  talks  with  opposition  groups  “without  precondi¬ 
tions  or  irreconcilable  demands.”

BOSTON  —  A  widely  predicted  oversupply  of  doctors  near  the  turn  of  the 
century  will  not  materialize,  and  there  could  be  a  shortage  instead,  according 
to  two  recent  studies. 

The  reports  contradict  an  often-repeated  prophesy  that  the  nation  will  have 
tens  of  thousands  too  many  physicians  by  the  year  2000  and  so  should  train 
fewer  doctors. 

“I  see  no  basis  for  cutting  back  on  the  number  of  new  physicians,”  said  Dr. 
William  B.  Schwartz  of  Tufts  Medical  School.  “I  think  we  are  likely  to  be  in 
rough  balance  and  could  have  even  a  modest  shortage  of  physicians.” 

In  general,  Schwartz’s  report  argues  that  the  earlier  predictions  overstated 
the  supply  of  doctors  and  uncfbrestimated  demand  for  their  services.

Harassment  case  settled  out  of  court 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  The  Salt  Lake  County  Commission  has  approved  a 
$68,000  out-of-court  settlement  with  secretary  Shauna  Clark  over  her  $1.2 
million  lawsuit  against  the  county  and  former  County  Attorney  Ted  Cannon 
alleging  sexual  harassment.  The  three-member  commission  unanimously  ap¬ 
proved  the  settlement  Wednesday  without  comment.  However,  in  the  news 
release  the  county  noted  that  in  approving  the  settlement,  commissioners 
were  not  admitting  any  liability. 

Clark,  27,  filed  her  civil  suit  in  the  U.S.  District  Court  last  May,  accusing 
Cannon  of  sexually  harassing  her  and  alleging  the  county  did  not  act  to  prevent 
the  incidents.  After  the  commission  meeting,  Salt  Lake  County  Attorney 
David  Yocom  said  Clark  had  suffered  not  only  from  Cannon’s  actions,  but  from 
becoming  a  public  figure  through  news  coverage.

Carson  said  UDOT  should  start  the 
construction  sooner,  possibly  in  May, 
rather  than  right  before  students 
come  back  to  school.

Jenkins  said  his  preference  would 
be  to  begin  construction  on  the  second 
phase  first.  He  will  be  meeting  with 
UDOT  next  week  to  make  a  decision.

Conference  policy 
should  be  established

Last  Saturday  appeared  to  be  like  any  other  Saturday  on  the  BYU  campus. 

Students  took  tests  in  the  Testing  Center,  studied  at  the  library,  ate  at  the 
Cougar  Eats,  went  bowling  at  the  Games  Center,  practiced  dance  routines 
and  racquetball  in  the  Richards  Building  and  attended  plays  in  the  Harris  I  ine 
Arts  Center. 

Others  attended  or  watched  the  general  conference  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  —  the  sponsoring  body  of  the  institution. 

The  university  is  not  in  a  position  to  force  the  campus  community  to  listen  to 
thecounsel  of  the  modern-day  prophets.  However,  it's  ironic  that  B\  U  virtu- 

i  ally  closes  down  for  an  hour  on 
Tuesdays  so  students  can  attend 
a  Ray  Bradbury  speech  or  an  “un¬ 
forum"  assembly,  yet  remain 
open  while  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  relay  important  mes¬ 
sages  from  God. 

_ _  '  General  conference  should  at 

least  be  given  the  same  consideration  as  forums  or  devotionals.  The  adminis¬ 
tration  should  take  the  initiative  and  establish  a  policy  recommending  that 
deans,  directors  and  department  chairmen  use  their  own  discretion  and  shut 
down  whatever  functions  are  practical  during  the  two  most  important  confer¬ 
ences  of  the  Church. 

Several  campus  officials  have  said  the  question  of  whether  or  not  they 
should  keep  their  services  open  during  general  conference  has  never  been 
raised.  Others  said  the  question  has  been  brought  up  since  the  campus  began 
to  “lock  up”  during  forums  and  devotionals,  to  promote  increased  attendance. 
One  campus  official  said  they  were  waiting  to  see  what  other  organizations  on 
campus  do. 

Fortunately,  attempts  are  being  made  to  permit  many  BYU  employees  to 
attend  or  listen  to  conference  sessions.  The  Richards  Building  closes  at  4:30 
p.m.  so  its  workers  can  attend  the  evening  priesthood  session.  The  bookstore 
broadcasts  conference  through  its  public  address  system.  Food  Services 
attempts  to  schedule  mostly  female  employees  during  the  hours  of  the  priest¬ 
hood  meeting. 

These  are  commendable  efforts.  However,  more  could  be  done. 

It  would  admittedly  not  be  feasible  or  practical  for  all  campus  facilities  to 
close  during  general  conference  hours.  It  would  not  be  productive  for  the 
Cougar  Eats,  for  example,  to  shut  down  for  two  hours  only  to  reopen  for  two 
and  shut  down  for  two  more.  Perhaps  the  bookstore  and  library  should  remain 
open.  However,  Saturday  tests  and  required  dance  or  play  rehearsals  should 
not  be  scheduled.  Students  are  forced  to  choose  between  school  work  and  the

Hadfield  admits  no  guilt 


How  can  rehabilitation  be  probable? 


This  week  Utah  Attorney  General 
David  Wilkinson  filed  a  writ  with  the 
state  Supreme  Court,  asking  the  ju¬ 
rists  to  reverse  convicted  sexual  of¬ 
fender  Alan  Hadfield’s  sentence  of 
probation  and  ordered  4th  District 
Court  Judge  Cullen  Christensen  to 
send  the  Lehi  resident  to  state  prison. 

Hadfield,  convicted  of  felony  sex- 
abuse  charges  against'  twb  of  his' chil¬ 
dren,  was  sentenced  March  4,  1988  to 
10-yeafs-tb-life'  imprisonment. 

However,  Christensen  put  Had¬ 
field  on  probation,  citing  an  incest  ex¬ 
ception  in  Utah’s  mandatory-mini- 
mum  sentencing  law,  one  of  the 
toughest  in  the  country. 

One  of  the  criteria  the  state  cites 
that  would  disqualify  the  Lehi  resi¬ 
dent  from  probation  is  that  the  de¬ 
fendant  undergo  a  recognized  ther¬ 
apy  program  and  his  own 
rehabilitation  be  probable. 

Since  Hadfield  has  maintained  his 
innocence,  he  would  have  gone  to 
state  prison  had  not  defense  attorney 
Bradley  Rich  located  a  psychologist 
willing  to  treat  the  Lehi  resident. 
Rich  found  Salt  Lake  City  therapist 
Robert  D.  Card,  who  agreed  to  admit 
Hadfield  into  his  program  without  an 
initial  admission  of  guilt. 

The  dispute  whether  Hadfield 
could  be  successfully  treated  without 
admitting  guilt  was  played  out  at  the 
sentencing.  Salt  Lake  City  psycholo¬ 
gist  George  Brown  testified  for  the 
prosecution.  He  said  he  would  rarely 
treat  a  patient  without  an  admission 
of  guilt. 

Judge  Christensen  found  Card’s 
testimony  more  compelling  than 
Brown’s,  and  said  in  Hadfield’s  proba¬ 
tion,  “I  see  nothing  in  the  statute  that 
says  a  defendant  must  admit  guilt  to 
be  admitted  into  a  program.” 

Card,  who  admitted  that  Hadfield 
displayed  normal  reactions  to  tests  he 
administered,  declined  to  answer 
whether  he  had  a  “gut  reaction”  if  the 
court  was  erroneous  in  convicting 
Hadfield.  “When  it  came  down  to  the 
last  thing  in  court,  I  felt  I  had  the  last 
vote  on  whether  he  (Hadfield)  would 
go  to  prison,”  said  Card.  “By  the  pow¬ 
erful  data  I  had  ...  I  felt  I  shouldn’t 
cast  a  vote  sending  him  to  prison.” 
Associate  Deputy  Attorney  Gen¬ 


eral  Paul  Warner  agreed  with  Card’s 
assessment.  “No  question  about  it,  he 
(Card)  played  a  big  part.  I  think  he 
was  certainly  a  key  witness  for  the 
defense,”  he  said. 

The  importance  of  Card’s  role  was 
indicated  when  Warner  claimed  Had¬ 
field  had  been  turned  down  by  three 
or  four  therapy  programs  before  be¬ 
ing  accepted 'by  Cfn'd.  “He  was  a  last 
•resort, ’’-said  Warner.  “He’s  one  of  the 
few  who  will  act'ept  a  patieiit  without 
admission  of  guilt.” 

Card  described  it  as  wrong  to  turn 
down  a  candidate  for  treatment  be¬ 
cause  he  or  she  denies  the  act.  “With 
sex  offenders  one  has  to  accept  the 
fact  that  you  work  with  people  in  a 
state  of  denial,"  he  said. 

Card  will  treat  Hadfield  “just  like  I 
would  any  other  sexual  offender.  The 
tests  didn’t  prove  he  was  innocent,” 
he  said.  “They  are  inferential.  We’ll 
be  pushing  all  the  buttons,”  said  Card 
describing  Hadfield’s  treatment. 
“He’ll  be  in  for  a  rough  time.” 

At  the  sentencing,  Card  said  that 
before  testing  Hadfield,  he  was  al¬ 
most  assured  of  the  defendant’s  cul¬ 
pability.  During  and  after  testing, 
Card  related  to  Judge  Christensen  his 
astonishment  how  normal  the  tests 
indicated  Hadfield  to  be.  Card  said  he 
looked  for  deviant  signs,  but  could  not 
find  any. 

At  the  sentencing,  Card  was  unable 
to  explain  how  he  would  treat  a  sex 
offender  if  the  defendant  never  ad¬ 
mitted  guilt.  If  Alan  Hadfield  never 
admits  guilt,  how  can  his  eventual  re¬ 
habilitation  be  probable?  And  how 
can  he  be  adequately  treated  by 
Card? 

Card  is  recognized  as  a  competent 
psychologist  and  well  respected  by 
peers.  His  ability  to  treat  a  sex  of¬ 
fender  is  not  questioned.  However, 
more  information  than  “we’ll  be  push¬ 
ing  all  the  buttons”  is  needed  on  what 
treatment  Hadfield  will  receive.  An 
explanation  for  the  step-by-step  pro¬ 
gram  Card  will  use  is  needed. 

Besides  revealing  his  opinion  on  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  Hadfield,  Card 
needs  to  reveal  what  he  will  do  if,  in 
the  future,  he  determines  Alan  Had¬ 
field  to  be  a  man  unjustly  accused.

VIEWPOINT  —  “Competitive¬ 
ness”  was  the  buzzword  last  year. 
Who  that  is  not  “competitive”  can  for¬ 
get?  This  year  “competitiveness”  has 
been  scaled  to  “hostility.” 

“Hostile”  is  the  term  the  trade  uses 
to  describe  the  latest  television  com¬ 
mercials  that  come  at  you  with  close- 
up  shots  of  unsmiling  faces  and  mean 
eyes  such  as  you  haven’t  seen  since 
you  were  fired  from  your  first  job  in 
high  school. 

Ad  ogres 

If  a  TV  viewer  can  believe  the  ads 
-  and  sure,  why  not?  -  the  most 
hostile,  the  most  scowling  semi-hu- 
man  beings  this  side  of  professional 
wrestling  inhabit  the  board  rooms  of 
American  corporations.  And  what  do 
these  ogres  in  ads  get  most  cross 
about?  Their  computers.  The  idea  of  a 
competitor  processing  a  computer 
with  an  edge  in  capability  drives  a 
CEO  into  kicking-and-screaming 
tantrums. 

Why  has  hostility  become  so  popu¬ 
lar' that  even  television  advertisers, 
ordinarily  the  most  ingratiating  of 
folks,  have  adopted  an  ornery  stance? 

The  answer  has  to  be  that  advertis¬ 
ers  are  manufacturing  ersatz  hostility 


the  way  they  used  to  manufacture 
ersatz  enthusiasm  —  because  the  real 
thing  is  in  short  supply. 

You  can’t  even  find  real  hostility  in 
the  presidential  campaign.  The  more 
the  candidates  run  negative  ads  — 
another  example  of  ersatz  hostility  — 
the  more  obvious  it  becomes  that 
their  differences  are  largely  con¬ 
trived.  Without  an  occasional  snarl 
from  Bob  Dole,  the  campaign  so  far 
would  have  been  pure  vanilla. 

Something  happened  to  good  old 
100  percent  natural  hostility  when 
President  Reagan  discovered  that  the 
Soviets  were  no  longer  the  “evil  em¬ 
pire”  after  all,  and  he  and  Nancy  be¬ 
gan  double-dating  with  Gorbachev 
and  Raisa. 

Nasty  rumors 

There  are  sudden  nasty  rumors 
that  New  York,  the  snarl  capital  of 
the  world,  is  going  bland.  The  neocon¬ 
servative  philosopher  Irving  Kristol, 
a  lifelong  New  Yorker,  explains  in 
The  New  Republic  that  he  is  moving 
to  Washington  ,  to  put  a  little,' more. , 
snap-and-tension  into  his  day.  Has 
New  York  ever  been  so  insulted 
where  it  hurts? 

The  spirit  of  protest  —  real  hostil¬ 


ity  —  can’t  even  be  revived  among 
college  students. 

Selective  examples  of  campus 
rebels  have  to  be  as  assiduously 
sought  out  as  90-year-old  great¬ 
grandfathers  who  run  in  marathons. 

John  McEnroe  is  away  from  the 
tennis  scene.  Joan  Rivers,  once  the 
most  hostile  of  hostesses,  now  takes 
her  grievances  to  court  like  every¬ 
body  else,  hiring  those  original  pre¬ 
tenders  of  hostility:  lawyers. 

Tired  mellowness 

A  kind  of  tired  mellowness  seems  to 
be  taking  over  the  country.  The 
phony  smile  that  once  masked  a  mea¬ 
sure  of  ill  will  is  being  replaced  by  a 
phony  scowl,  to  prove  we  still  have 
the  energy  of  our  convictions.  But  do 
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When  the  fake  snarling  reaches  the 
level  of  TV  commercials,  when  fric¬ 
tion  has  to  be  invented,  you  almost 
long  for  the  days  when  hostility  was 
genuine. 

But  then  the  horiipn  extends  be¬ 
yond  the  "I-r.age-therefpre-I-am” 
playground  of  the  middle  class  to 
tragic  places  where  hostility  is  not 
dilettantish,  not  life  style:  Ireland: 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza;  Iran  and 


Iraq;  South  Africa;  El  Salvador.

Not  in  a  direct  sense,  perhaps, 
when  money  and  guns  are  dispen 
to  have-nots  by  a  world  power  the 
of  the  United  States,  the  caution' 
words  of  House  Speaker  Jim  Wri 
apply.

1 Bah  Humbug '  to  teacher  evaluations 


VIEWPOINT  -  Ebeneezer  Scrooge 
has  been  unnecessarily  vilified  for  his 
now  famous  refrain  of  “Bah!  Humbug!” 

We’ve  all  felt  like  saying  “Bah!  Hum¬ 
bug!”  to  things  that  annoy  us. 

The  Scrooge  in  each  of  us  rises  to  the 
surface  when  a  professor  gives  an  enor¬ 
mous  assignment  on  Friday  to  be 
turned  in  on  Monday,  when  our  room¬ 
mate  refuses  to  clean  the  bathroom  or 
when  a  smiling  instructor  hands  out 
teacher  evaluation  forms  during  the  last 
week  of  class. 

To  Ebeneezer,  giving  money  to  the 
poor  seemed  a  thankless  and  unprof¬ 
itable  venture.  To  many  students,  fill¬ 
ing  out  the  teacher  evaluation  forms  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  just  as  thankless  and 
unprofitable. 

Of  what  use  are  the  endless  circles  on 
the  scale  from  “strongly  disagree”  to 
"strongly  agree?"  Does  anyone  really  fj 
read  through  all  of  those  white  and  1 

green  forms?  And  if  they  do,  does  it  make  any 
difference? 

At  the  end  of  my  first  year  at  BYU  I  had  almost 
decided  to  make  a  cute  zig-zag  pattern  on  the  next 
teacher  evaluation  that  came  my  way. 

Then  I  was  hired  as  a  secretary  to  a  campus 
department  and  one  of  my  new  tasks  was  (you 
guessed  it)  helping  distribute  and  keep  track  of 
teacher  evaluations.  I  was  amazed  and  amused  at 
how  genuinely  anxious  many  instructors  are  to 
receive  feedback  from  their  students.  I’ve  watched 
professors  read  with  anticipation  and  fear  through 
every  single  green  and  white  form. 

L.  Gary  Lambert,  chairman  of  the  French  and 
Italian  Department,  describes  BYU  as  being  very 


“quality  teaching  con¬ 
scious.”  I  agree.  Most  in¬ 
structors  at  BYU  care  very 
much  about  how  well  we 
are  taught. 

I  quickly  became  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  complete 
life  cycle  of  teacher  evalua¬ 
tions  and  my  respect  for 
the  circle-laden  forms 
grew.  Completed  teacher 
evaluations  are  sent  to  the 
Testing  Center,  never  to 
be  seen  again  by  the  stu¬ 
dents. 

But  they  are  far  from 
dead.  The  Testing  Center 
calculates  an  overall  uni¬ 
versity  and  department  av¬ 
erage,  an  overall  score  for 
the  course  and  instructor 
and  an  itemized  average 
score  for  each  question. 
The  forms  are  then  returned  to  the  department 
offices. 

Instructors  whose  ratings  are  consistently 
higher  than  the  department  and  university  aver¬ 
ages  are  truly  exceptional  teachers  (or  well-liked). 
Those  with  scores  significantly  below  average  will 
likely  be  called  in  for  a  consultation  with  the  depart¬ 
ment  chairman. 

In  some  cases,  courses  are  not  reassigned  to 
instructors  with  low  scores.  A  printout  of  each 
instructor's  scores  remains  in  the  department  office 
where  it  can  be  consulted  on  matters  such  as  contin¬ 
uance  or  rank  advancement  —  matters  of  grave 
importance  to  instructors  because  money  is  in¬ 
volved. 


Finally  the  forms  are  returned  to  the  indivib 
instructors  who  can  then  read  through  them 
ing  places  where  they  can  improve  and  patt 
themselves  on  the  back  for  their  small  success 
Professors  do  notice  the  areas  of  high  criticism 
try  to  improve. 

A  year  later  I  joined  the  ASBYU  Student  Co 
oil  and  one  of  the  issues  that  mv  committee  \va; 
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discuss  was  (right  again!)  teacher  evaluations. 

Our  committee  discovered  that  most  of  the  c 
trol  of  teacher  evaluations  rests  with  the  indr 
ual  departments.  They  can  request  that  an  insti 
tor  be  evaluated  or  alter  the  evaluation  four 
better  suit  their  needs. 

Committee  members  talked  with  numerous 
partment  chairmen  and  almost  without  except! 
they  value  the  teacher  evaluation  forms.  Si 
hold  a  yearly  interview  with  each  instructoi 
which  they  discuss  that  instructor’s  teacher  ev; 
ation  scores.  Thomas  E.  Lyon,  chairman  of’ 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  Department  said,  “jj 
are  selling  a  product.  Students  are  the  consume  4 
And  if  we’re  not  satisfying  the  customer,  we  n 
to  change.”  J* 

Department  chairmen  see  the  teacher  eval 
tions  as  a  good  opportunity  for  students  to  C  p 
structively  criticize  their  professors,  while  be  h 
careful  not  exaggerate  because  the  evaluations 
possibly  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  a  profess* )  i 
career.  They  admit  that  interpretations  vary  * ; 
each  department  or  college.  Many  would  like  to 
the  forms  revised  to  correct  problems  with  vag 
ness,  poor  wording  or  generality. 

My  knowledge  about  the  impact  of  teacher  ei 
nations  has  increased  my  respect  for  them.  As 
my  zig-zag  design,  “Bah!

“The  suspect  approached  the 
cashier  and  demanded  the  money, 
and  when  some  other  customers  ap¬ 
parently  entered  the  store  he  exited 
with  the  money,”  said  Bringhurst.

BYU  to  perform  several  shows 


More  than  578  BYU  students  will  combine  their  talent 
in  spring  concerts  in  Provo  and  Salt  Lake  City  this  week. 

The  concert  will  comprise  of  the  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra,  BYU  Singers,  Concert  Choir,  Women’s  Chorus  and 
Men’s  Chorus. 

The  BYU  concerts  will  be  performed  tonight  and  Fri¬ 
day.  The  performances  begin  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall,  HFAC. 

The  Salt  Lake  concert  will  be  Saturday  at  7:30  p.m.  in 
the  Salt  Lake  LDS  Tabernacle,  in  which  the  BYU  ensem¬ 
bles  will  present  an  evening  of  English  music. 

Planned  are  Gustav  Holst’s  “The  Planets,  Suite  for 
Large  Orchestra,”  op.  32;  “Serenade  to  Music”  by  Ralph 
Vaughan  Williams;  and  “For  St.  Cecilia”  by  Gerald  Finzi. 

The  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of 
Clyn  Barrus,  will  perform  the  Holst  work.  The  composi¬ 
tion  is  designed  for  a  large  orchestra  with  many  additional 
instruments,  providing  a  broad,  full  sound. 

The  eclectic  popular  orchestra  showpiece  demonstrates 
varied  aspects  of  Holst’s  style. 

With  this  piece,  Holst  marked  his  first  major  public 
success  following  a 1919  premiere.  Its  seven  movements 
are  based  on  astrological  associates:  Mars,  the  Bringer  of 
War;  Venus,  the  Bringer:  of  Peace;  Mercury,  the  Winged 
Messenger;  Jupiter,  the  Bringer  of  Jollity;  Saturn,  the 
Bringer  of  Old  Age;  Uranus,  the  Magician;  and  Neptune, 
the  Mystic. 

The  Williams’  “Serenade  to  Music”  will  feature  the  Phil¬ 


harmonic  Orchestra  and  combined  choirs  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Ronald  Staheli. 

The  1938  work  was  written  as  a  jubilee  celebration  for 
longtime  English  music  concert  conductor  for  the  London 
Philharmonic,  Henry  Wood.  Solos  for  16  singers  who  had 
worked  closely  with  Wood  were  used,  although  most 
choirs  now  use  fewer  soloists  and  offer  a  broader  choral 
sound.  Staheli  is  using  the  choirs,  but  has  also  provided  for 
many  solos  to  showcase  his  singers. 

The  text  is  taken  from  Shakespeare’s  “The  Merchant  of 
Venice,”  Act  V,  Scene  1. 

“Williams  had  the  ability  to  capture  in  music  the  essence 
ofthe  music  of  the  words,”  said  Staheli.  “There  is  so  much 
moonlight  in  that  music,  and  with  its  ease  and  beauty  you 
can  almost  smell  the  evening  air.” 

The  final  selection,  “For  St.  Cecilia,”  written  as  a  cere¬ 
monial  ode  in  1947,  will  use  tenor  Michael  Belnap  as  a 
guest  soloist. 

Mack  Wilberg  will  conduct  the  combined  choirs. 

“This  work,  too,  has  a  wonderful  text,”  said  Staheli.  “It 
was  based  on  a  poem  by  Edmund  Blunden  about  the 
patron  saint  of  music.

Director  likes  his  movies  'real-life'

NEW  YORK —  Films  written,  di¬ 
rected  and  produced  by  John  Hughes 
are  always  eagerly  awaited  —  espe¬ 
cially  by  young  audiences,  who’ve 
turned  pictures  like  “The  Breakfast 
Club”  and  “Ferris  Buehler’s  Day  Off’ 
into  major  movie  events. 

Although  his  fame  is  based  primar¬ 
ily  on  teen-age  pictures,  from  “Six¬ 
teen  Candles”  to  “Pretty  in  Pink,”  his 
work  has  shown  definite  signs  of 
growing  up  in  recent  months.  As  he 
matures,  his  characters  are  growing 
older  and  a  little  bit  wiser,  as  well. 

His  latest  picture,  “She’s  Having  a 


Baby,”  continues  the  trend  toward 
maturity.  It  centers  on  two  charac¬ 
ters,  played  by  Elizabeth  McGovern 
and  Kevin  Bacon,  who  are  out  of 
school,  newly  married,  and  making 
the  big  decision  to  start  a  family. 

Hughes  likes  his  movies  to  be  about 
recognizable  people  in  recognizable, 
real-life  situations.  He  says  his  new 
movie  is  exactly  what  he’s  aiming  at, 
because  it  deals  with  a  crucial  period 
in  many  people’s  lives.  “It  is  impor¬ 
tant  and  significant,”  he  says  of  this 
period,  “not  because  of  what  happens, 
but  what  doesn’t  happen.  It’s  that  set¬ 
tling-down  period.  After  you’re  done 
with  school  and  vou’re  married  or 


with  someone  ...  it’s  Saturday  night, 
and  you  can’t  pick  up  the  phone  and 
call  all  your  friends.  You’re  responsi¬ 
ble  for  a  lot  of  things,”  Hughes  said. 

“Now  what?  What  do  you  do  now? 
It  becomes  much  more  difficult,  be¬ 
cause  the  decisions  that  you  make  are 
enormous.  Am  I  gonna  get  married? 
Am  I  going  to  bind  my  life  to  this 
person?” 

Hughes  expects  his  characters  will 
keep  growing  and  evolving  in  future 
films.  Right  now,  he’s  thinking  a  lot 
about  how  fathers  deal  with  their 
families.  And  there’s  every  chance 
that  “the  dad  situation,”  as  he  calls  it, 
will  appear  in  his  movies  before  long. 


EDEN,  N.C.  —  Artist  Don  Hall 
has  a  different  perspective  on  life 
than  most  people.  He  sees  the  world 
backwards. 

As  an  acrylic  sculptor,  he  has  to. 
Otherwise,  the  Eden  Public  Library’s 
artist  of  the  month  wouldn’t  be  able  to 
create  his  unique  designs,  many  of 
which  were  recently  on  display  in  the 
Fieldcrest  Room  and  in  the  glass  case 
at  the  library  entrance. 

Hall’s  collection,  part  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Eden  Library’s 
monthly  exhibit,  included  wall  hang¬ 
ings,  jewelry,  curios  and  other  pieces. 

Unlike  other  artists  who  have  the 
advantage  of  viewing  their  work  face 
to  face,  the  acrylic  sculptor  must 
work  from  the  back  of  his  “canvas," 
which  is  usually  a  clear  acrylic  like 
that  used  to  make  prescription  eye¬ 
glass  lenses. 

Hall  carves  a  cavity  into  the  back  of 
the  acrylic,  producing  a  cylindrical 
white  column  showing  the  path  of  the 
drill  through  the  acrylic. 

When  the  acrylic  is  deep-carved,  or 
intaglio,  meaning  the  drill  almost 
reaches  the  surface,  the  process 
leaves  a  snow-white  image. 

Hall  removes  the  excess  material 
from  within  the  acrylic,  thereby  pro¬ 
ducing  an  etched  appearance. 

The  Ilford,  England,  native  can 
then  leave  the  image  within  the 
acrylic  a  snowy  white  or  can  inject 
color  by  using  a  hypodermic  syringe. 
For  example,  a  red  rose  can  be 
framed  within  clear  acrylic. 

The  self-taught  artist  became  in¬ 
trigued  with  acrylic  sculpture  40 
years  ago  in  England. 

In  1947,  following  World  War  II, 
while  looking  for  a  gift  for  his  mother, 
Hall  happened  upon  a  beautiful  breast 
pin  carved  with  roses.  A  toolmaker  by 
trade,  Hall  spent  the  next  three  years 
experimenting  in  order  to  learn  how 
the  brooch  was  made. 

Apparently  the  process  of  reverse 
carving  used  in  acrylic  sculpture  was 
discovered  during  World  War  II  by 
an  unknown  member  of  the  armed 
forces  in  the  European  theater,  Hall 
explained. 

While  repairing  the  plastic  win¬ 
dows  used  on  war  planes;  the  person 
figured  out  that  designs  could  be 
carved  from  the  back  of  the  transpar¬ 
ent  material. 

With  no  one  to  guide  him,  Hall  was 
forced  to  develop  his  own  techniques, 
manufacture  his  own  dyes  and  even 
fashion  his  own  tools. 

He  brought  his  art  form  with  him 
when  he  Came  to  the  United  States. 

His  acrylic  sculptpye  was  a  hobby 
for  Hall,  who  worked  as  a  senior  man¬ 
ufacturing  engineer  for  Westing- 
house  in  Raleigh  before  retiring  in 
1983. 

The  64-year-old  artist’s  hobby  has 
turned  into  a  second  career. 

“I  like  to  say  I  practiced  for  35 
years  and  now  I’m  getting  serious,” 
Hall  says  with  a  smile. 

For  Hall,  the  items  he  most  likes  to 
carve  remain  roses  and  orchids. 

Yet  two  favorite  pieces  in  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  sculptures  he  has  created  are 
works  titled  “The  Emperor’s  Garden” 
and  “Winged  Fury.” 

The  first  is  an  elaborate  Oriental 
wall  hanging  of  white  acrylic  images 
on  a  fur  background,  which  took 
about  160  hours  of  carving  time  to 
make. 

His  “Winged  Fury”  sculpture  com¬ 
bines  two  techniques. 

The  soaring  eagle  was  created 
through  the  reverse  carving  method, 
while  the  base  is  solid  acrylic  carved 
in  the  round.

The  'golden  arches' 
reaches  10,000  mark

DALE  CITY,  Va.  —  It  may  seem 
as  if  a  new  set  of  golden  arches  is 
springing  up  every  day,  but  the  Mc¬ 
Donald’s  fast-food  restaurant  that 
opened  for  business  Wednesday  was 
special.  It  was  Hep  10,(11)0. . 

Of  the  10, (J0b  restaurants,  75  per¬ 
cent  are  locally  operated  by  indepen¬ 
dent  entrepreneurs.  Others  are  joint- 
venture  partnerships  and  some 
wholly  owned  subsidiaries.  Starmann 
said. 

“It’s  almost  33  years  to  the  day 
when  Kay  Kroc  opened  his  first  Mc¬ 
Donald’s,”  said  Mike  Quinlan,  the  cor¬ 
poration's  president. 

Kroc  opened  the  first  McDonald's 
restaurant  on  April  15,  1955,  in  Des 
Plaines,  Ill.  Sales  for  that  dav  were 
$306.12. 

Last  year,  McDonald’s  worldwide 
sales  were  $14.8  billion  and  it  served 
22  million  customers  in  49  countries. 
It  passed  the  mark  of  00  billion  ham¬ 
burgers  served  in  November  1980. 


After  24  years  of  development,  the 
BYU  Communications  Department 
has  further  plans  for  expansion,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dallas  Burnett,  associate 
dean  of  Communications. 

The  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  fall  of  1904,  heralded  the 
beginnings  of  the  communications  de¬ 
partment,  according  to  Burnett. 

Prior  to  that  time,  the  journalism 
sequence  was  part  of  the  humanities 
department,  and  the  broadcast  se¬ 
quence  was  part  of  the  speech  and 
drama  department,  said  Burnett. 

The  two  sequences  were  merged 
with  the  newly  formed  advertising  se¬ 
quence  “to  bring  the  disciplines  to¬ 
gether  because  of  their  commonal¬ 
ity,”  said  Norman  Tarbox, 
communications  faculty  member. 

The  public  relations  sequence  grew 
out  of  the  advertising  degree,  and 
now  stands  on  its  own  as  an  addition 
to  the  degrees  the  college  offers,  said 
Burnett. 

The  HEAC,  costing  $7  million,  was 
originally  built  for  the  art,  music, 
speech  and  drama  colleges,  according 
to  Burnett. 

With  the  addition  of  the  communi¬ 
cations  department  to  the  other  col¬ 
leges,  and  a  building  reduction  of  25 
percent  of  the  original  layout,  the  fa¬ 
cilities  were  and  are  presently 
“cramped  and  crowded,”  said  Bur¬ 
nett. 

With  a  growing  number  of  stu¬ 
dents,  the  faculty  has  also  grown  from 
seven  members  in  1904  to  about  25 
members  today,  said  Burnett. 

According  to  Burnett,  the  new 
building,  costing  $10  million,  is 
planned  to  “bring  the  people,  pro¬ 
grams  and  facilities  together  to  create 
more  synergy  and  more  efficiency.” 


The  new  building,  according  to 
Burnett,  is  to  be  located  south  of  the 
Joseph  Smith  and  Grant  buildings  and 
will  include  classroom  facilities,  an 
auditorium,  a  library/reading  room,  a 
communications  research  center,  lab¬ 
oratory  facilities  for  The  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse  and  KB  YU  FM/TV  and  other 
communications  facilities. 

“Buildings  don’t  make  programs, 
but  can  certainly  help  programs," 
said  Burnett  of  the  project  that  is  two 
to  three  years  from  beginning.

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  —  It’s  unlikely 
Larrv  Mize  will  ever  hit  a  more  mem¬ 
orable  shot,  but  it’s  one  he  can’t  afford 
to  dwell  on  this  week. 

“I’ve  got  to  think  about  this  year,” 
Mize  said  Tuesday  as  he  prepared  to 
defend  his  championship  when  the 
52nd  Masters  begins  Today. 

“It’s  come  up  about  4  billion  times,” 
Mize  said  of  the  140-foot  chip  he  made 
a  year  ago  to  capture  this  revered 
title  on  the  second  hole  of  a  playoff 
with  two  of  the  game’s  top  performers 
—  Greg  Norman  and  Seve  Balles¬ 
teros,  who  bowed  out  on  the  first  ex¬ 
tra  hole. 

“It’s  a  great  memory  ...  but  I’m 
really  concentrating  hard  on  this 
year,”  Mize  said. 

“I'm  trying  hard  to  try  and  relieve 
myself  of  all  pressure.  I’m  working  as 
hard  as  I  can  to  get  my  game  in  good 
shape.  Defending  at  Augusta  should 
be  a  fun  and  enjoyable  week.” 

The  season’s  first  major  golf  cham¬ 
pionship  historically  hasn’t  been  kind 
to  defending  champions,  and  Mize  re¬ 
ally  doesn’t  rank  among  the  favorites 
this  week. 

Only  one  player  has  ever  put  to¬ 
gether  consecutive  victories  on  the 
storied  Augusta  National  Golf  Club 
course  — Jack  Nicklaus,  perhaps  the 
greatest  golfer  in  history. 

Nicklaus  owns  a  record  six  Masters 
championships,  including  titles  in 
1965  and  1966. 

Even  at  age  48,  Nicklaus  can’t  be 
counted  out.  He  won  this  event  only 
two  years  ago. 

“When  thinking  of  players  to  beat, 
you  have  to  think  about  Greg  Norman 
and  Seve  Ballesteros,”  Mize  said. 

The  two  foreign  stars  are  generally 
regarded  as  the  pre-tournament  fa¬ 
vorites. 

Norman,  an  Australian,  tied  for 
second  in  the  last  two  Masters. 
Ballesteros,  the  dashing  Spaniard, 
won  this  championship  in  1980  and 
1983,  was  in  the  second-place  tie  with 
Norman  last  year  and  also  has  three 
other  finishes  in  the  top  five. 

Mize  hasn’t  won  since  last  year’s 
triumph  on  this  6,905-vard,  par-72 
layout.  He  had  five  finishes  in  the  top 
10  following  the  Masters,  but  hasn’t 
fared  well  at  all  this  season. 

He’s  missed  three  cuts  in  eight 


events,  with  his  best  finish  a  tie  for 
11th  in  the  Tournament  of  Champi¬ 
ons. 

“It’s  not  as  good  as  it  was  a  year 
ago,”  Mize  said  of  his  game.  “But  I 
feel  like  it’s  real  close.” 

Norman  won  three  events  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  this  season  to  run  his  global  ca¬ 
reer  victory  total  to  45.  He  missed  by 
one  shot  of  getting  into  a  playoff  at 
Pebble  Beacb  in  February. 

“I  feel  very  strong,  very  confident 
about  my  game,”  Norman  said.

Cougar  receives  honor 
from  native  homeland

A  BYU  graduate  assistant  swim¬ 
ming  coach  was  named  the  Singapore 
Sportsman  of  the  Year  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row. 

David  Lim,  a  senior  from  Singa¬ 
pore  majoring  in  travel  and  tourism, 
won  five  gold  medals  and  one  silver 
medal  at  the  Southeast  Asian  Games 
at  Jakarta,  Indonesia  last  summer  to 
earn  the  honor. 

According  to  Lim,  the  award  is  the 
most  prestigious  award  a  Singapore 
athlete  can  receive.  The  Sportsman 
Association  nomi¬ 
nates  athetes 
who  have  per¬ 
formed  excep¬ 
tionally  well  in 
their  respective 
sports  and  a  conv 
mittee  picks  the 
outstanding  ath¬ 
lete. 

“If  you  see 
something  you 
want,  you  can’t  be  half-hearted  about 
it.  If  you  want  it  bad  enough  you’ve 
got  to  do  your  best  and  go  for  it,"  he 
said. 

Lim  finished  his  NCAA  eligibility 
last  year  after  he  won  the  WAG  cham¬ 
pionship  in  the  100-yard  backstroke. 
He  was  also  named  BYU’s  Most  Valu¬ 
able  Swimmer  his  junior  and  senior 
years. 

After  he  graduates  in  April,  Lim 
will  go  home  to  Singapore  for  a  month 
and  then  he  will  return  to  BYU  where 
he  will  train  for  the  1988  Summer 
Olympics.  “Hopefully  I  will  qualify 
for  the  Olympics,  it’s  not  official  yet 
but  I’m  pretty  sure  I’ll  get  to  go,”  said 
Lim. 


Before  he  came  to  BYU,  he  com¬ 
peted  for  one  year  at  the  University 
of  Houston.  The  swimming  program 
was  canceled  because  of  lack  of  funds, 
so  he  transferred  to  BYU.  He  com¬ 
pleted  his  remaining  three  years  of 
eligibility  with  the  Cougar  swim¬ 
mers. 

After  the  Olympics,  Lim  won’t  be 
able  to  put  his  degree  to  use  until  he 
serves  a  mandatory  two  and  one-half 
year  term  with  the  Singapore  Army. 
Singapore  law  requires  that  all  young- 
men  serve  time  with  the  army. 

According  to  Lim,  the  government 
divides  the  children  into  groups  ac¬ 
cording  to  aca¬ 
demic  ability 

when  they  are 
very  young. 

“School  is  more 
relaxed  here,”  he 
said.  “The  aca¬ 
demic  program  in 
Singapore  is  very 
competive.” 

Ever  since  Lim 
has  moved  up  to 
the  collegiate  level  of  competition,  his 
times  have  improved  and  he  has  be¬ 
come  a  better  swimmer.  “1  think  it’s 
because  I  started  swimming  two 
times  a  day  and  lifting  weights.  I’ve 
gotten  a  lot  stronger.” 

Even  though  Lim’s  high  school  won 
the  Singapore  Swimming  National 
Championships  for  the  past  27  years, 
they  do  not  offer  athletic  scholarships 
in  Singapore,  only  academic  scholar¬ 
ships. 

According  to  Lim,  Singapore  is 
very  different  from  Utah.  “Singapore 
is  a  small  humid  island  where  it  is 
always  summer,”  he  said.  “There  are 
no  mountains  and  no  open  spaces. 
There  are  buildings  everywhere.”
